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SARK.—The Creux Harbour. The Creux Harbour, 
though beautiful to look at. is difficult to reach from the 
land, surrounded as it is by high rocks, cliffs, and dangerous 
precipices. To get to the bay it is necessary to traverse a 
difficult path overgrown with ivy which terminates at the 
brink of a cliff. The rest of the journey down is made by 
the help of iron rings fastened in the rock. 
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
